Petroleum for Hog Cholera. 

The Missouri state board of agricnl- 
ture has secured a quantity of petro- 
leum from the oil wells in Kansas, that 
is being distributed to farmers who 
have cholera among their hogs, as it is 
said to be a specific for hogcholera. It 
is to be given as fellows: ‘Give enough 
to physic the hog thoroughly, say from 
one-half pint to a pint, followed every 
day by smaller doses. They will usual 
ly drink it readily from the trough, but, 
if they refuse to drink, it can be mixed 
with chop feed, or milk used as a 
drench For drenching, use a cow's 
horn if one can be had, otherwise use

When the *tads’’? were sub- 
mitted to the yarious newspapers, 
they were looked upon with suspic- 
jon, some of the business managers 
fearing prosecution, from the fuct 
that the anti-lottery law prohibits 
newspapers from publishing un- 
nouncements of any lottery scheme 
or game of chance.

Lamar, 
Colorado, pays $1,500 for ‘‘write 
ups’’ in the local press. The Mon- 
itor, of Fort Scott, Kansas, is paid 

7,000 for talking up the advan} 
tages of that city.

$10,000 for running a morning 
paper, and Newton does better 
by subscribing $15,000 to have the

Cipher writing i » ancient 
that there is little or nothing to be 
about it, and perhaps the are no new 
cipher types to be invented, The ideal 
cipher is one that is easily written and 
read by those in the secret, and yet is 
practically undecipherable by outsiders.

In such a cipher all the time and labor are | 


expended upon determining its funda- 
inental principles of construction. Once 
those are settled, the practical working 
of it is simple. 

The cipher which Keppel was dealing 
with was of this species, 
no more nearly perfect one was ever 
made, It was based upon the philo- 
sophic structure of language, and upon 
the mathematical principle that gives 
different values or meanings to a char- 
acter according to its place ima combi- 
nation. This plan enables words to be 
written with much fewer letters than 
are contained in the ordinary alphabet 
and to be expressed with not more than 
four characters—as, one to represent the 
root of the word, one for the termina- 
tions, one for the part of speech, one for 
such common combinations as ion, ght, 
ment, ph, and so on. Thus, if in the 
cipher ikmn meant writing, then iklm 
would mean writer, iknm written or 
“wrote, and ikln to write.

The building is gothic in style, 55x 
71 feet and throughout is a model 
of good workmanship and stability. 
The auditorium hasa seating capac- 





ity of 300 and is furnished with 
opera chairs and is carpeted. It is 
a cozy and inviting room. South 
of the auditorium is the Sunday 
school room with over 100 chairs 
East of this room is the infant class 
room with a seating capacity of 60 
ormore. These rooms are connected 
with the auditorium by folding 
doors and whenever needed can be 


used as one room, 


The church is a frame building, 
sheathed and weatherboarded. It 
has double floors. The rooms are 
wainscoted up to the windows. The 
windows are stained glass and of a 
beautiful pattern. Tbe ceilings are 
finished in oak and walnut. The 
gables and squares of the tower are 


finished with California red wood 
shingles. The building will be 
heated by hot air from a furnace in 


the cellar, and will be lighted by 
electricity. The pulpit and altar 
railings are solid walnut, The 
three pulpit chairs are in harmony 
with the taste displayed in the other 
furnishings of the church.

on moonless nights. We find that in 
the year 1416, in the reign of Henry V., 
the citizens were called upon asa duty 
to light the streets, and although some 


obeyed the injunction, the duty was in- 





ade y performed. It was the cus- 





yu 





tom then for ancient watchmen to car- 
ry lanterns containing burning candles 
placed on the top of a long pole, thus 
lighting in some small way the streets 
over which they perambulated. It was 
in the reign of Queen Elizabeth that 
the fear of a Spanish invasion drew at- 
tention to the dangerous condition of 
the streets at night The darkness 
might hide foul conspirators; conse- 
quently an order in council commanded 
every householder to do his part in the 
lighting of the city on pain of death by 
the common hangman This order 
seems to have excited some attention, 
for at the present day there are to be 
seen in the museum underneath the

Terne 
plates are used for roofing, as be- | 
fore stated, and not for making ket- 
tles, pans, &c., which are manufac- 
tured from tin plate, notwitstand- | 
ing the fact that the tin and terne 
plates, to the novice, look much 
alike. Terne plates are dipped in | 
a bath of lead and tin, principally | 
lead. ‘That is what was done at| 
Piqua, Ohio, and was plainly and | 
distinctly stated at the time that 
they were terne plates ; that the pig 
tin in their composition was Amer- 
ican, having been produced in Cal- 
ifornia at the Temescal mines in 
San Bernardino county, and that 
the lead was from Missouri, The

TO TTLE THE BOUNDARY 
Attorneg-General Ww Ma " 
Move The Old Controversy Be 
tween Marsland and West Vir 


aiAlia Revived. 

Attopney-General Whyte appear 
ed in the Supreme Court of 
United States, Monday and asked 
lleave to file a bill of the State of 
| Maryland against the State of West 

Virginia for the settlement of the 
boundary line between the two 
States, and petitioned the court for 
the issue of a subpoena to be serv- 
ed on the proper officers of tho de- 

fendant State. The question in 
controversy, says the Baltimore 

Sun, is one that has been long in 
dispute. The original boundaries 
of Maryland as luid down in the 
charter were: 

The fortieth parellel of north 
latitude, a meridian line running 
south to the first or most distant 
fountain of the Potomac; thence 
proceeding southward to the farth- 
er or western bank of the river, 
and following that bank to a speci- 
fied point at the mouth of the riv- 
er; thence by a straight line across 
the bay to. Watkins point and on- 
Ww othe ocean, and thence by 
the cceat and Delaware bay and 
river to the fortieth parallel. 

The only one of these courses 
that was at all uncertain at the 
time the charter was granted was 
that of the extreme west, The 
point at which the meridian line 
was to begin had to remain unde- 
termined until it should be found 
lwhich was the farthest source or 
first fountain of the Potomac, in 
other words, which of the branches 
of that river took its raise farthest 
|from its mouth. When the ques- 
tion arose which of the two great 
branches which unite to form the 
Potomac river was the longer, 
Maryland not being represented in 

| the commission. 

| In1753 Frederick, Lord Balti- 
| more, protested against this inva- 
sion of his territory and directed 
| Governor Horatio Sharpe to look 
|into the mutter, and to open cor- 
respondence with Lord Fairfax 
with a yiew toa settlement of the 
boundaries between Maryland and 
Virginia information was obtained 
to show that the South Branch 
was the longer, but the outbreak of 
the French and Indian war in 1754 
prevented further action.
